- - - The rental of the school lands, consisting of 1,437 acres of 
arable and pasture, and a large tract of mountain, chiefly barren, 
in the county of Donegal, was 800 2. 12 s. per annum in 1814, but 
the net amount was never fully discharged; and since 1816, the 
tenants having become distillers of illicit spirits, and otherwise law- 
less, with very little exception refused to pay rent, or to recognize 
the title and authority of the Board of Education. Legal proceed- 
ings were adopted ; notices to quit served and ejectments brought, 
and actions for use apd occupation instituted, to which defence was 
taken, and every obstacle that could impede and delay the Com- 
missioners was resorted to, until the final judgment in favour of the 
Board, by the Court of King’s Bench in November 1821. The 
master’s salary having become much in arrear in the interval, and 
the lands producing no income, it was found necessary to resort to 
the savings of Dungannon school to pay a part of such arrear, 
amounting to 1,200 2. and the master having proposed to pay a 
rent of 500 2. per annum, and to allow i,ooo2. of the arrear due to 
him by way of fine for a lease of 21 years from November 1822, 
the Commissioners of Education have demised him the school 
lands for that period.

The above Sums were expended on the diet, clothing and education of the Children in the several 
Charter Schools of Ireland ; on rents, additional buildings and repairs of said Schools ; on fuel, soap 
and candles ; salaries and gratuities to the officers of the Society ; salaries and allowances to the 
masters, mistresses, ushers and the visitor catechists ; wages and diet of servants ; furniture, bedding, . 
books and stationary ; medicines and medical attendance ; carriage of goods and of children to and 
from the Schools in the country ; rents, repairs and taxes of the Society’s House in Dublin ; fees 
with the children apprenticed ; bounties to those who have served their apprenticeships faithfully ; 
marriage portions to young persons educated in the Schools ; law costs ; and various other incidental 
charges. 

The Children admitted into the Schools of the Incorporated Society are Orphans, and other Children 
of poor parents, without any religious distinction, who are between the ages of six and ten years. 
They are educated in the doctrines and principles of the Established Church, and are, at the age of 
about fourteen years, apprenticed to trades, with a fee of 5/. 10 s. each, or as servants in respectable 
families. 

N. B. — The Society are prohibited at present from maintaining in the Schools a greater number of 
Children than 1,700, although the Schools would afford accommodation for 2,500, and there are 
applications almost innumerable in behalf of distressed objects, whom the Society are necessarily 
obliged to reject.

Thomas Bakry, formerly of Bourdeaux,but afterwards of the city of 
Dublin, by his will bequeathed the residuum of his personal property 
after several specific bequests, to be divided between the House of In- 
dustry and Simpson’s Hospital in Dublin.

T KNOW of no School in this Diocese whichis or can be hep., I conceive, in «, r i ctconfbl _ 
1 mil, with the 98th cl Hcnr, the 8th. It appear, to me, that the object of this statute 
simply .s, to make the use of the English language and habit supersede that of the Irish • 
it prohib,', puttons from presenting to vacant benefices any persons who cannot speak 
English, until alter four proclamations are made without effect, on four market days in the 
neat town, for persons who can speak lhat language lo come and receive the same • and it 
requires bishops to exact from every person ordained by them an oath, to « endeavour 
himself to jearn the English tongue and language, if he may learn and attain the same by 
posM.ly ; and also from every person admitted by them to any benefice an oath, “ that he 
shall to his w,t and conning endeavour himself to learn, instruct and teach the English 
tongue to all and every being under his rule, cure, order or governance, and likmse shall bid 
the beads,,, the Lnghsh tongue, and preach the word of God in English if he can preach ■ 
and also for his own pan shall use and exercise the English order and habit, and alsoprovoke 
as many as he may to the same ; and also shall keep or cause to be kept a school to learn 
English, if any children of his parish come to him to learn the same, taking for the keeping 
to be taken f, ch ° o1 suth convenient stipend or salary, as in the said land is aceustomably used 

The English and not the Irish language is that which is now generally spoken in this 
Diocese I do not therefore find that any school of the description alluded to is kept in any 
one Parish of ,t ; and that for this obvious reason, because as the statute only requires such 
school to be kept, f any children of a parish come to learn the same ; and as no children 
as tar as I can ascertai n, do any where come for that purpose, the school under consideration! 
1 apprehend, cannot, from the change of times and circumstances, be now kept. 

But in many parishes the clergy have voluntarily by their exertions caused to be kept 
schools of a different description, not schools to teach the English language through the 
medium of the Iruh as under the Act of Henry the 8th, but English schools of education : 
and these schools have been in most instances, either wholly or in part, supported by their 
own contributions, as well as regulated by their own superintendence. The following is the

DIOCESE OF DUBLIN AND GLASDELAGH.

The Schools of St. Peter’s Parish consisted originally of one for males, another for 
females, of twenty each ; which number were educated, boarded, clothed, and apprenticed 
ou either as servants, or to trades, and maintained by subscription, and by the incumbent 
ot the parish, who gave up a portion of his rents for that purpose 

The parish schools, now finished and ready to admit children, contain thirty girls and 
twenty boys, to be educated, boarded and clothed j there are also two dailv schfols now 
erected, each of which contains one hundred pupils. 

These have been built by private subscription; and by a grant from the government 
fund of too/.; and have cost upwards of nine hundred pounds; and are maintained 
by subscription, by rents of 40 I. per annum, demised by a Mr. Daniel, and by a grant

THIS school generally contains from thirty to fifty scholars ; it is supported by the 
clergyman, who pays the schoolmaster forty shillings per year as a salary, and pays him as 
a gratuity for the education of several children, a further sum of eight, or sometimes ten 
pounds. 

Three roods of ground has been granted by the incumbent for the purpose of erecting a 
new school-house, and a sum of fifty pounds subscribed by him towards the building. 

On the confines of this parish, and more convenient to the residences of many of the in- 
habitants, are large and extensive establishments for the education of the middling classes ; 
and few, if any of them, attend the parish school. 

There are also schools lately erected by the Roman-catholics, who prefer going to those 
seminaries under the direction of their own priesthood, to those under the guidance of the 
rector of the parish.

by the curate, the Rev. Arthur Irwin, last May, and consists of 140 children.

(10.) — Derralossory Parish, County of Wicklow. 



THERE is one parish school in the parish, which was erected in the year 1821. No 
particular account of the number of children attending has been preserved beyond the 
year. It generally varies from 15 to 50. The school is supported bv a salary" of £. 12. 
per annum from the Association for Discountenancing Vice, and the stipend from the 
scholars, which amounted during the last year to £.2. Incumbent contributes indi- 
rectly, as a member of the association, and of the Wicklow Education Society. There 
is no fund to keep the house in repair, which of course must fall upon him. The number 
of free scholars is unlimited ; it is open to all who come. There are three schools of an 
inferior description, assisted occasionally by the Wicklow Education Society. The incum- 
bent is unacquainted with their funds. The number of children at them about too : none 
aie tree, lhereare likewise three Sunday schools in the parish, containing too children. 
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(11.)— A Statement of the Establishment for Education in the Parish of Leixlip, 
under the control and superintendence of the Minister. 



1- — THERE is but one school in the said parish under the minister’s control, namely, 

the parochial school in Leixlip; the master of which is the parish clerk, who is duly 
licensed. J 

2- — This school is free for children of all persuasions, and the children were admitted 
until the last two years without any charge made for tuition ; latterly, those who can afford 
it are charged one pertny per week. 

3- The average number of scholars, for the last ten years, (not including the year 1821,) 

4. — On the establishment of this school, 20 children, selected as the poorest in the parish, 
without any reference to their religious persuasion, were entered on the list of this school ; 
and, besides receiving tuition, have been supplied with a comfortable breakfast every morn- 
ing, and also clothed at an average expense of 3 1 . per annum for each child, which expen- 
diture has been defrayed from the proceeds of a charity sermon, preached annually for that 
purpose. The gross income and expenditure of said school, including master’s salary of 
20 1. per annum, for the last ten years, has amounted to about 60I. 

5* — This school, though it has been always open for the admission of any number 
of children, from easily explainable prejudices it can be accounted for why the number of 
children resorting to this school, over and above those who received clothing and breakfast, 
has not averaged more than seven ; and those seven are usually composed of Foundling- 
hospital children, who are at nurse in the parish. 

6. — The incumbents of this parish have not been in the practice of contributing to the 
funds of this school further than what they have given al the charity sermon. 

7. — In the year 1821, the proprietor of the town of Leixlip, the late Lady Louisa Conolly, 
having built a large and commodious school-house, the system of the parochial school was 
altered and re-established uuder Dr. Rell’s system, and all children of the parish were pub- 
licly invited to attend, and receive instruction, on the payment of one penny per week ; ac- 
cordingly, in consequence of this invitation, upwards of 100 children did attend : the holy 
Scriptures of the New Testament were read by all the reading classes of the school, the 
neighbouring gentry took a warm interest in the visible improvement which the children 
were making in so short a time under the new arrangements, and there appeared ample pros- 
pects of future and permanent benefits ; but the Romish priest of the parish thought it 
expedient to exhort his hearers from the altar of his chapel not to send their children to this 
school; and in consequence of his influence, so exerted, the school was reduced at once to 
its original number of scholars, and therefore it has been found expedient to reduce the 
school and its system to its former establishment. 

8. -7A new church has been lately erected in the town of Lucan ; a division of the union 
of Leixlip has taken place, and a perpetual curacy established in the parish of Lucan ; and 
therefore it is proposed to erect a parish school-house there : at present the parish clerk 
instructs protestant children in the vestry room of the new church. 

9- — There has been, for three years, a Suuday school established in the village of Lucan, 
which is attended by children of all persuasions to the amount of about too. The minister 
of the parish has no peculiar control over the school, further than being one of a committee 
of managers. The expeuses of this school are very moderate, amounting to about 15/. per 
annum, which is defrayed by a subscription of the neighbouring gentry of 5 s. each per 
year.

(12.) — Parish of Don abate. 



THERE is no endowed school in the parish. The parish clerk is licensed, and keeps a 
school, in which nearly 60 scholars attended for several years ; but the parish priest hav- 
ing lately objected to the Scriptures being made a school-book of, all the scholars with- 
drew except ten, and four are protestants. 

There is no fund to support a schoolmaster, save the small sum of 40s. a year, con- 
tributed by me as incumbent, and whatever sum the scholars are able to pay, which is 
about 20 s. a year each. 

There is no Sunday school, there being no gentlemen in the country to contribute to its 
support.

( l 3 -) Clondalkin School, County Dublin : 1816, 1817, 1818, 1819, 
1820, 1821, 1822, 1823. 



IN the month of November 1815, a school for the education of the male and female chil- 
dren of the poor was established by the influence and exertions of the present incumbent,— 
the first instance of a parochial school in this parish. In this school the children are admitted 
without any religious distinction ; the Scriptures are read by the children ; and notwith- 
standing that great opposition has been used by the Roman-catholic priests to the children 
of their persuasion, and threats held out to their parents, a great many of them, unsolicited, 
have from time to time enrolled themselves in this school, and have improved very much 
by the moral and liberal education which has been imparted to them. No attempt is made 
to proselyte, or are books of religious controversy or catechims admitted. One day in every 
week is set apart for the religious instruction of the protestant children ; the Roman-catholic 
priest is supposed to instruct the others. All are so poor as to be unable to pay for their

IN the union of Bray there are three weekly schools, and a Sunday school, under the 
superintendence of the clergyman of the Established Church, besides a large free school 
under the superintendence of the Roman-catholic clergyman. 

One of the above weekly schools is in a remote part of the union. The house was built 
in the year 1816, by private subscription, and a grant from the association incorporated for 
the suppression of vice, and promoting Christian knowledge, &c. and is supported by private 
subscription, an annual grant from the above association, and also fromt he National Edu 
cation Society, and by small payments made by the scholars. 

The income is about 30 1 . ; the expenditure 30 1. 

The number of scholars attending is fifty boys and thirty girls, forty-six of whom are 
taught gratis. 

The other schools are situated in the town of Bray, one exclusively for male scholars of 
every religious persuasion, of which the parish clerk is teacher. It was erected in the year 
1819 by private subscription, to which the incumbent contributed 20 /. and by a grant from 
the association incorporated for the suppression of vice and promoting Christian knowledge 
&c. and is supported by a collection annually made in the church upon the occasion of a 
charity sermon preached in its behalf. By an annual salary to the master from the above 
association, and an allowance from the incumbent of 4/. annually, the gross income and 
expenditure is about 70 1. The average number of scholars seventy-six, all of whom are 
free, and are supplied with books and all other requisites. The Sunday school is kept in 
this school room ; it receives books from the Sunday school society for Ireland, and is sup- 
ported by private subscription, to which the incumbent contributes 1 1. annually ; the income 
and expenditure about 5 /. ; the number of scholars one hundred. 

The other weekly school, in the town of Bray, is exclusively for female scholars. It was 
built by private subscription, and is in like manner supported by the ladies of the neigh- 
bourhood, and the profits of a work shop attached to it, for the sale of the girls needlework : 
its income and expenditure about 60 1. The average number of scholars attending is seventy- 
nine, all of whom are free. 3 J 



07-) — Parish of Rathfarnham, County of Dublin. 



THERE are two schools in this parish, the parish school and a Sunday school. The 
former is supported by 40s. per annum from the rector, and a small weekly stipend from 
each of the children. The latter is supported by an annual salary of 61. 10 s. from a private 
individual, and one penny per week from each of the children, which, at the end of the 
year, is disposed of to their advantage. 

The attendance in both are, in general, thirty, including Protestants and Roman- 
cathohcs.

IN this parish, Daniel Brady has been the licensed schoolmaster for forty years, 
ending in the month of December 1821, at which time he died. 

The inhabitantsof this parish being very poor, and there being no more than 2,105 acres 
in it, from such a limited extent, and a great part of it mountain, the inhabitants are gene- 
rally few in comparison to those in lowland parishes; consequently the children, as to 
number, have been in the same proportion, and from their poverty and want of fuel in 
winter, the number of children varied in their attention at school each year — there being 
about thirty in attendance during the summer months, and about twenty in and during 
the winter months. The schoolmaster had, in or about the date of bis licence, a house 
built for him, by the parishioners, on an acre of land on a common, which was appropriated 
for that purpose more by the general consent of the parishioners than by law, which ap- 
propriation had been called an endowment during the licence of Daniel Brady: this, to- 
gether with 2 l. per annum from me since the commencement of my incumbency, was all 
that might be called an encouragement for a schoolmaster up to December 1821, at 
which date I had been the incumbent for fourteen years. I can find no account-book 
of Daniel Brady to state his prices ; but from the best information that I can obtain, 
I believe he charged 3*. per quarter for teaching letters and spelling; and 6s. per quarter 
for reading and writing. In his school there were, during my incumbency up to 1821, 
five or six foundlings taught free. The gross income, therefore, must be stated, on an 
average, thus, as far as I can judge >—

After the death °f Daniel Brady, in December 1 82 1, his sons refused to give nn.the school- 
house and land. The churchwardens and parishioners, having no written document to 
prove their title, relinquished the claim. 1 then was obliged to employ William Pitman 
as a schoolmaster in February 1822 ; I gave him 4 1. per annum, and rented a house for 
the same sum besides; be continued to November 1823, at which time he resigned be- 
cause 1 would not nominate him to an endowment then talked of by the men of°property 
in this parish. He had twenty-three scholars during the summer 'months, and fourteen 
in the winter months, at the rates following:

From November 1823 I have no schoolmaster; nor is it like!}' that I can get a fit 
person until the promised endowment is settled by those who are willing and able to effect 
it. To make amends for this loss, I lecture sixty children in the church every Sunday, 
fifty of whom belong to Mercers Female School in this town, and ten belonging to the 
parishioners. 0 ®

(4 1 -) — Union of Howth. 

THERE is no parochial school-house in the union of Howth, neither is there any land 
or fund for that purpose. 

In the year 1807, an a, d of 15Z. per annum was obtained by the incumbent from the 
Association for discountenancing Vice, &c. towards supporting a school, by which, and 
an annual contribution from himself of 40s., a school has been kept in a small house 
given by the late Earl of Howth as a residence for the parish clerk. In this school, under 
the superinleddence of the incumbent, poor children, without religious distinction, have 
been educated, most of them gratis, until theyear 1818, at which time the Association with- 
drew their aid, in consequence of a report from their visitor of the smallness and insuffi- 
ciency of the house. The average number daily, during summer and winter, was about 
twelve. From this period the school began to decline, and the master finally resigned. 

At present a school is kept by a respectable woman in her own house (number daily 
about ten,) and is maintained by the same contribution from the incumbent, and a few 
subscriptions from parishioners. 

A Sunday school has commenced in the same house, under the superintendence of the 
incumbent and his curate. 

The incumbent is endeavouring to raise a fund by annual Charity sermons. The collec- 
tion for the last year was about 20 1.

IN reference to your circular, requiring “ A list of all schools, including Sundayschools 
myour parish under your superintendence, or assisted by your contribution,” I bee leave’ 
to make the following statement : a 

Parish School under 28 Henry 8th. 

No school of this description has existed for the last five years, but a house designed 
foi such an establishment is in progress of building, and it is calculated that in two months 
this school will re-open, free was many as may choose to attend, controlled bv the pariah 
minister or his curate, and receiving from him, in addition to means already, ample at 
east 40 ». per annum. This was the sum subscribed by him to the old parish school 
which was liberally endowed by the Earl Fitzwilliam with ten acres of land, worth more’ 
than 2 1. per acre. The number of free scholars was twenty, and of others from thirty Lo 
forty. Under our new arrangement for the school about to recommence, this number 
*. e. 01 tree scholars, will in all probability much exceed one hundred. 

Sunday Schools. 

There are three affording at this moment instruction, gratuitously given, and receive lo 
between five and six hundred children. To these the parish minister contribu.es , l 
per unmim, but there is uo necetmrt, expense incurred. Two of these schools have 
existed, one for eleven, the other for eight years; and the number of children attending 
has varied from one hundred to one hundred and fifty, till within the last year 

The other schools in the parish are not superintended, nor their funds assisted by the 
incumbent.

1st. THE Parochial School, Brown-street: — The average expenditure of this establish- 
ment for ten years, from 1814 to 1823, both inclusive, amounts to 699/. 10s. 3 d. annually, 
although the last year’s expenditure has not exceeded 600/. In this are included house-rent, 
salaries to two mistresses, to a writing-master, together with a gratuity of 40s. to each 
child, on producing a satisfactory certificate of good conduct during the period of her servi- 
tude. The usual establishment, which is now at its full extent, consists of fifty female chil- 
dren, taken from among the most indigent class of Protestants in the vicinity ; a temporary 
diminution of this number has, however, sometimes occurred, arising from a deficiency in 
the funds of the school, and from the high price of provisions. The funds for the support 
of this charity are derived from rents of houses, interest on legacies, subscriptions, and a 
charity sermon, provided for by the incumbent, and depending, in a great measure, for its 
success on the exertions of the clergy of the parish. The sum of 3/. annually is also con- 
tributed by the incumbent in support of this school. 

Particular attention is paid to the education of the children by the clergy of the parish; 
one of whom attends generally every day, and instructs them in the Scriptures, English 
grammar, &c. and the utmost exertions are used to promote the comfort and respectability 
of this establishment. 

2d. Erasmus Smith’s Schools, Upper Coombe: — These schools were erected by the 
governors of Erasmus Smith’s Charities. They are capable of containing 300 children ; the 
average attendance for the last ten years has been 1,269 males, and 1,055 females ; total 2,304. 
The entire expense, which is under 200 1 . per year, is defrayed by the governors of Erasmus 
Smith’s Charities. To this is attached — 

3d. An evening school, which is open during the six summer months, and, without ex- 
cluding others, intended for the accommodation of young persons apprenticed from different 
charitable institutions, who, from their occupations, are precluded from attending the day- 
schools. The only expense attending this establishment is for teachers and stationery ; 
and this is defrayed, in part, by a few voluntary subscriptions, the governors of Erasmus 
Smith’s Schools supplying the deficiency. The entire expense annually is about 44/. The 
vicar subscribes one guinea yearly ; and these schools are visited and superintended by him 
and the curates of the parish. The rooms in which these schools are held are further 
appropriated to the purpose of — 

4th. A Sunday school for the adjoining parishes of St. Catharine and St. Luke ; this is 
yet in its infancy, being but a few weeks opened. The number at present attending does 
not exceed 100 ; there can be no doubt, however, that this number will shortly be mote 
than doubled. The expeuse, which must be trifling, is proposed to be defrayed by small 
subscriptions obtained through the exertions of the clergy. The vicar has already procured 
some subscribers, and contributes 1 l. annually towards the funds. The clergy of the 
parishes of St. Catharine and St. Luke superintend this establishment. 

5th. All children attending are catechised on Sundays in the church ; and a considerable 
portion of every Monday is appropriated for instructing them in the Scriptures, catechism, 
&c. From three to five clergymen are usually employed in this work. The number of 
children attending the church for this purpose on Mondays is considerably above 100, and 
is augmenting weekly. 

It may be proper to state, that the parish of St. Catharine produces to the incumbent the 
sum of 220/. annually, after deducting the curates’ salaries and collector’s fees. On a set- 
tlement of this year’s account with his collector, the incumbent has received only the sum 
of 195/. applicable to his own use.

DIOCESES OF TUAM AND ARDAGH. 



IT is my most hearty desire that the Houses of Lords and Commons should be put into 
full possession of the true state of education in those dioceses over which I am appointed 
overseer, and I lament that in answering the Orders of the House of Commons, dated the 
9 th ot February, and of the Lords, dated the 16th of February, it is not in my power to 
give all that satisfaction upon the important subject of education which it is my most 
sincere wish to convey. J 

Upon receipt of the Orders in question, I caused them to be communicated to the several 
clergy of the Dioceses of Tuam and Ardagb, with a requisition that a return should be 
(with as little delay as possible) made upon them to me. 

By these returns it does not appear that them are any schools in those dioceses of 
Tuam and Ardagh strictly established by virtue of the Act of the 28th of Henry the 8th 
But that there are many schools jointly supported by the clergy and other members of 
the Established Church, and aided by different societies for the education of the poor as 
well as under associations of Protestant dissenters, towards the support of many of which 
the clergy and other members of the Established Church contribute, and give superin- 
tendence, and at which “ any children may come to learn English, without paying such 
convenient stipend or salary as in the same land is accustomably used to be taken.” 

I must here respectfully beg leave to observe, that with the funds contributing by 
various societies for the general education of the people, added to what my clergy, and I 
and other members of the Established Church are able and willing to afford to this most 
important and vital object, a very considerable increased proportion of the population 
might and would receive useful and valuable education, were it not for the opposition 
given by tile Roman-catholic clergy to any of the children of their communion resorting 
to schools governed by Protestant masters, superintended by Protestant clergymen or 
other Protestant visitors, and in which the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment 
in any version, are put into the hands of such children as are well able to read. 

I cannot recommend to niy clergy, in any way, to sanction schools in which the chil- 
dren are not allowed to read the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment, in some 
version. 

I feel that whatever education has hitherto been given to the people in Ireland, it has 
not been a scriptural one ; and I feel that Ireland has never been perfectly, universally 
tranquil. 1 feel that it is time to try what the word of God would do among all ranks 
of its population. 

Penal laws may be enacted, the people may be coerced into tranquillity; but no per- 
manent peace will result without a radical change of heart, which can alone be effected 
by a scriptural education, and a general communication of the revealed will of God.

On an average, 140 children attended in the year 1823, up ,0 January 1st, ,824; Pro- 
testants eighty-one, (the same number the former years,) Koman-cathilics sixty 'rhe 
Board of Education at the poor of Ireland granted 9 /. for desks and forms ; also books 
slates and paper, to the value 1 of 7 L 10., and 5 /. per year to the master should the visitors’ 
report be satisfactory as to the discharge of Ins duty.

The emolument from the scholars amounts to the above mentioned sum : but, on ac- 
count of the poverty of many of their parents, is not regularly paid, so that the amounts 
from the Association and Incumbent are the chief support of the school 
The incumbent states, that his former master having left him, and gone to America 
in 1819 prevents his being able to go farther back in the account of his school, but 
thinks that an average of the former six years may be formed from the last four.

The expenses of the school are but 
trifling, as the London Hibernian Society, for these few years past, supplied the scholars 
with books. There are four other schools in the parish, which are under the superintend- 
ence ot the London Hibernian Society, and at which there are on an average seventy 
or eighty children daily, and to each of which the clergyman of the parish contributes to 
their support.

The incumbent has this year engaged a more competent and efficient teacher, to whom 
he himself pays 15 i. per annum. 

There have been two Sunday schools during the summer season, to which the incum- 
bent has supplied books. 

Besides the principal parochial school there are several other schools in the parish 
to which the incumbent has afforded occasional assistance by the contribution of money* 
books, and furniture, &c. ; one in particular he fitted out at his own private expense for 
the accommodation of scholars. 

1 o the teachers of two of these schools the incumbent has allowed about 2 1 . per annum 
for the free schooling of such of the neighbouring children as have been unable to pay. 

The incumbent lias raised a subscription in the parish for die establishment of a new 
parochial school, on a more respectable fooling than those which now exist, and has 
made application to the Lord Lieutenant for aid towards effecting this desirable object.

Thus it appears, that in these dioceses wherein there are seventy-four benefices of 
which six are sinecures, and nine small non-cures, without churches or glebe-houses, 
(their incomes being insufficient for the support of resident clergymen,) there are accord- 
ing to these Reports sixty schools kept and supported principally at the expense 
of the respective beneficiaries, and probably there are others not notified. 

It further appears, upon search in the said registry, that twenty-five private schools 
have been licensed, many of which are supported by private subscription. 

In addition to the foregoing, there is a great number of schools established and sup- 
ported by charitable bequests and donations, public societies and private individuals ; but 
the number of scholars, in schools of every description, varies so much from the change 
of circumstances and opinions, that it is impossible to make any authentic statement on 
the subject; neither can an account of the funds arising from private contributions, which 
fluctuate greatly, be in any manner made out from diocesan documents ; nor can the con- 
tributions of the incumbents, which are greater or less as occasion requires, or as the 
incumbents inclination or ability suggests, being in some instances as low as 2 /., but in 
others amount to 10 /. or 20/., be stated. Many of the present incumbents have not, 
until lately, been beneficed. 

The amount of money received from scholars, or of the gross receipt and expenditure, 
no account appears to have been kept ; nor is it conceived that the bishop has authority 
to insist on such accounts. In several schools the master’s emoluments are paid weekly. 

The number of free scholars is small, nor is the schoolmaster obliged to admit any such, 
the Act 28 Henry 8. allowing “ the taking for the keeping of the schole such convenient 
stipend as customably used.” 

There are, however, in the city of Cork, several schools wherein a limited number of 
scholars are instructed gratis, and some are so instructed in the parish schools.

M. P., but I have 
found great difficulty in the latter from the poverty of the parishioners, and having been 
refused any aid from the funds placed at the disposal of his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, unless the parishioners would raise a subscription amongst themselves, which 
from their peculiar circumstances is not to be expected.

A Parochial school has been kept in the united parish of Tomb the last ten years sup- 
ported until within the last year by a grant of ten guineas per annum, from the Earl of 
Mountmorns, and five guineas per annum from the incumbent, Reverend Ro°- e r Owen. 

Any very poor children edu- 
cated gratis. Numbers attending varied from 90 to 70 in the winter and summer months. 
A new schoolhouse has been erected by subscription and the aid of government which 
promises to be well attended.

A Mrs. Paul, by will, founded in 1810 a school on her estate here for the children 
other tenantry, and built a good house, bequeathing 1,600/. with two and a half acres 
ot land, tor maintenance of a master and mistress, &c. but in consequence of inattention 
non-residence, or renunciation other executors, her will has not yet been effectuated : how- 
ever, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations, are now about to give effect to it though 
it is to be feared, that the site chosen by the testatrix for the house will not admit any 
general benefit commensurate with the value of the donation.

Parish Schools in the adjoining benefices of Mulrankan and Tomhaggard, established 
in the year 1807 by the present Incumbent: 

THE school of Mulrankan is kept in a building near the glebehouse, erected for 
another purpose, fitted up and furnished as a schoolroom, with a room above it for the 
schoolmaster, by and at the expense of the present incumbent ; which he considers as 
appropriated to that use for so long only as he shall deem it advisable. 

There are no funds for the support of this school but the payments of the scholars 
and the arbitrary contribution of the incumbent. 

The number of scholars has fluctuated in each year, probably between 8, and 
1 o, and 40 ; and is at this time as low as 4, and their payments may have averaged 
1 a /. per annum. 

Of a succession of five masters, two received from the incumbent salaries of 5 l. per 
annum; and to three of them he paid salaries of 10/. per annum. To the present 
master he pays 10 /. per annum, furnishing coals for the schoolroom, and books, paper, 
and other school materials, to such of the scholars as are unable to procure them for 
themselves. 

Four of the five masters held the office of parish clerk, for which they received 
a salary of 10Z. from the parish; the present master does not hold that office. The 
school was closed for a considerable time for want of a master, and re-opened under 
the present master on the a 6th of February last. 

The school in the adjoining benefice of Tomhaggard is kept in the house of the 
schoolmistress, to whom the incumbent pays an arbitrary salary of two guineas per 
annum ; and she receives from the parish a salary of 3 /. per annum as sextoness. 

The number of scholars in this school has varied from about 20 to 6, and their 
payments may have amounted, on an average, to 5 /. or 6 /. per annum. 

For the support of this school there are no other funds. There have been, strictly 
speaking, no “ free scholars ” in either of these schools ; those who were too poor to 
pay any thing, were paid for by the incumbent or others. 

The greater number of the scholars at these two schools have been Roman Catholic. 
The smallness of the number of scholars who have attended them may be accounted 
for by the fact, that there are several schools in the neighbourhood of each of them. 

Of the number of scholars, or of the “ gross income and expenditure ” of these 
two schools, no more precise account can be furnished by the incumbent. He has 
never considered himself as accountable on those points, and has kept no such account.

In the vicarage of Hook there is one parochial school, said school has been but 
three years established ; the vicarage of Hook being formerly united to the rectory of 
Fethard.

It has been 
withheld from us since the year 1822 ; we have repeatedly applied for it in vain. 

( b ) This legacy has not been paid since 1820. The son of the legatee, in reply to our applications, 
states, that owing to the great depression in the value of land he is unable to pay it. 

(c) The amount derived from the payment of scholars cannot be calculated upon with certainty. 

Observations : — The incumbent of the parish of St. Mary has been a subscriber to these schools for many years, at 
five guineas per annum, which has latterly been discontinued, not willingly, but in consequence of his parish being 
under sequestration. 

These schools cannot properly be considered parochial, though the children of the members of the established church 
are all educated in them, inasmuch as they are not under the exclusive direction of the parish minister and his citrate, but 
regulated by a committee of the inhabitants, of which the curate is a member, and also acts as treasurer to the society. 

The reason to be assigned for the great diminution latterly in the number of attendants is, the establishment of two 
schools exclusively for Roman Catholics in this town. 

Our annual subscriptions are much curtailed in consequence of the extensive and severe depreciation of property.

PERHAPS I should have mentioned to you in my former letter that the school which 
is in the parish of Cloydah is not a parish school, it is on the Kildare-street plan ; the 
master is paid whatever the inspector of the association considers him deserving of, to 
which Colonel Rochfort adds an equal sum, whatever it may be, besides giving a house 
and two acres of land ; the vicar allows him 2 1 . per annum, and one parishioner, 
(Mr. Alexander), 2 1 . 5 s. 6 d. besides the scholars pay one penny per week each. For- 
merly the vicar paid 10/. per annum, and some of the principal parishioners paid by 
subscription, altogether amounting to about 20 l., besides the house and two acres of 
land from Col. Rochfort, along with his subscription ; at that time the school was 
completely free, and the children attended but very badly, or scarcely at all ; there was 
no account kept of their attendance, but now, since the new system has been adopted, 
and that it ceased to be a free parish school, they attend very well : there are at present 
about 140 on the books. 

I hope the above account will prove satisfactory ; the printed circular which you 
mentioned having sent to Dr. Thomas has been lost, and as l never saw it I am ignorant 
of the correct manner of drawing up the return, otherwise it might perhaps have been 
better; but if this will not answer I shall be ready to furnish any further information 
which you may require,

IN the parish of Myshall until this year there has been no regular daily school, on 
account of there having been no schoolhouse, nor any means of building one, though 
such means have been repeatedly sought. 

The children of the parish Protestants have, in default of such a house, been regularly 
taught in the church on every Sunday, in spelling, reading the scriptures, and catechism. 

The expenses of this Sunday school have been considerable, in books, premiums, and 
other necessaries, the particulars of which cannot be specified, as no account has been 
kept, but the whole has been borne by the rector of the parish. 

The average number of scholars (all free) amounted to about 50. 

There has this year been built, through the assistance of the grant given by parliament 
in aid of building schools, a good and permanent schoolhouse, which will be immediately 
fit for reception. J

(3 2 -) — Union of Dunlecicny Schools. 



AN account of the parish school of the union of Dunleckny, diocese of Lei°-hlin for 
the last ten years. 

Shortly after the present vicar of this parish became incumbent of it in the year 1803, 
he established a parish school in the town of Bagenalstown, in so doing he was assisted 
by subscriptions from Mr. Newton, the owner of the town, and a few other gentlemen 
living in or near it; by this subscription, and li guineas per annum paid by himself, he 
was enabled to take a house for the school, to pay the parish and vestry clerk (over and 
above his salaries as such) the sum of 20 l. per annum, as schoolmaster, and to allow 
6 l. per annum to a woman to teach the girls plain work. In this school all children 
who came to it have been instructed gratis, since its establishment ; and the numbers 
who have attended it have been annually about 70 on an average. 

Within the last two years an excellent schoolhouse has been built for this establish- 
ment, on a plot of ground given by Mr. Newton for the purpose ; the erection of this 
house has been effected by 100 l. granted by the Lord Lieutenant out of the funds for 
building parish schools in aid of private subscriptions, which amounted to 120 /. in this 
parish. In this house tuition commenced in the latter part of last year, and the numbers 
attending have since much increased. 

The amount of the now income cannot at present be stated, as it is not perfectly 
ascertained as yet what diminution will lake place in the subscription of each annual 
subscriber in consequence of his subscription to the erection of the new schoolhouse, 
and the exemption for the future from rent for a schoolhouse. 

In consequence of that part of the order which commands that the return shall 
particularly set forth the amount contributed by the several incumbents ; tlie incumbent 
of this parish is reluctantly obliged to speak of himself: he has for the last twenty years 
paid 1 1 guineas per annum to the parish school of this union, kept in Bagenalstown, 
and he has also contributed a further sura of 2 guineas per annum to the school of a 
neighbouring parish held in Leighlinbridge, part of which town is in this union, and 
that not out of a large clerical income ; as the two united vicarages do not average on 
paper, for the last twenty years, more than 450 l. per annum, and for the last three 
years of those,- not so much as 350 /. ; and he has a wife and eight children, and has been 
compelled by ill health to keep a curate for the last twelve years, at 75 1. per annum.

The other school has been established four years, and would contain 80 boys and 40 
girls ; the average number is 70 boys and 30 girls ; it is supported by the governors of 
Erasmus Smith’s charities, by an annual subscription from Sir Charles Henry Ooote and 
Lady Coote, each 10 ; by Dean Scott’s annual subscription of 5 ; by private sub- 
scriptions, and by small payments made by some of the scholars.

On the 14th day of July 1822, this school got under the London Hibernian Society, 
and the patronage of the Most Noble the Marquis of Lansdown ; since that time it has 
increased considerably; the register for 1823 was 293, and the average number 125 for 
each quarter since that time, and still increasing progressively ; 1 am to be paid 4 1 
sterling per quarter by the society; that is 1 s. per quarter each for 80 scholars, if the 
improvement of my school entitles me to that consideration ; that is, in case my scholars 
make a certain degree of proficiency, agreeable to the society’s rules and regulations ; and 
am to be paid irf. per week, or id. per quarter by each of the scholars in attendance, 
but that 1 have never been paid, nor any compensation for it whatever; nor have I any 
other means of support but what I receive on the inspector’s orders, which is but a small 
sum, considering the large number attending my school. 

I was always obliged to provide a schoolhouse at my own expense, until now; 
there is a new schoolhouse built in Loggacurrin. 

There are none of the scholars attending this school under the denomination of free 
scholars, yet notwithstanding they are all free, for they pay me nothing.

Finglass: - — Theie was neither school or school-house in this parish tor some 
years previous to the present vicai’s appointment in 1823; he has lately procured 
a masier and mistress, and has engaged a house, in which the school will commence on 
the 3d May ; it is expected that it will contain one hundred children; the vicar intends 
to subscribe 10/. annually towards its support. 

lie has also established a Sunday school, which is attended by thirty Protestant children, 
in the church of Finglass, before church hour ; the expenses attending which are 
defrayed by the vicar; he is in expectation of the number increasing.; 

He has established a second Sunday school atFiuglass Bridge, in the parish, containing 
fifty children ; the vicar and his curate attend to instruct them alter church hour; the 
vicar contributes 1 7 . per annum to his other contributions.

Observations : — The following is the return made by the incumbent of this benefice : 
“ I have received your lordship’s requisition to me, in pursuance of an order of the Honour- 
able House of Commons, to make a report of all parish schools in the union of Lackan for the 
last ten years, and to sign the same as minister ; and that no schools were meant but those 
enjoined* by Act of 28th of Henry 8, and sworn to be kept by incumbent. To this my 
answer and return is ; that I must, in order to exculpate myself from charges of neglect in 
not having such English Protestant schools always established, state, that I obliged myself to 
do so according to the tenor of said Act, if any children of my parish came there to learn ; and 
that I had for many years subsequent to my incumbency, in the 1776, such a school kept in 
said union, and a “salary to the masters given by me, so long as the law placed this in my 
power, by prohibiting any schools set up in competition, to be kept by any Roman- 
catholic schoolmaster, or by any person without the Bishop’s licence, and consequently 
by imposing a necessity on Roman-catholics, who compose nearly the whole of the popu- 
lation of said union, to send their children to such school ; but afterwards the law put this 
out of my power, by allowing such Roman-catholic schools to be established, of which there 
have been three or more English schools constantly kept in said union, and to which alone 
the children of that persuasion resorted ; and the few Protestants in said union, who would 
send their children to the Protestant schoolmaster, were so thinly and remotely situate, that 
to a master fixed in any place therein, except in one townland in one parish of the union, no 
such children resort, unless those, if any, of one or two families in its vicinity, to whom he 
would be, with almost no emolument "for tuition, a private tutor, but not really a parish 
schoolmaster, or in any sense to answer efficiently the intention of the Act of Henry 8th, 
which was to teach the children of lloman-catholics English, or of my obligation originally 
entered into ; he might be thus my pensioner, but without scholars, not a schoolmaster ; 
under these disadvantages, I could not get one out of several whom I appointed, and paid 
a salary to, to continue long in the office ; one of whom, and in the last year, and now keeps 
a school in the aforesaid townland in the union. I paid the schoolmasters I formerly had 
and appointed 2 1. per annum, and proclaimed that I would double this, and the parish also 
, added as much more ; but for a long time past, on account of the small number of scholars 
I expected, no Protestant schoolmaster, until last year, could be induced to undertake the 
office since the year 1816.”

T HERE is one parochial school in this parish, in which, during each of the last ten 
years, twenty scholars have been lodged, dieted, clothed and educated : all of them 
free scholars. 

This school has been supported entirely by voluntary subscriptions, and occasional 
bequests, and by the sums collected after annual charity sermons. The incumbent has 
contributed annually for the last ten years, (and for twenty years preceding,) the sum 
of twenty guineas towards its support. 

The average income and expenditure of this school, during the last ten years, have 
been about 300/. per annum. 

There has been also, during the last year, a Sunday and daily school kept in this parish, 
in which from fifty to sixty children have been instructed, six of whom pay two pence 
per week, and about twenty-five, one penny per week; with this exception, this school 
is supported by voluntary contributions : the incumbent subscribes 5 1. per annum. The 
income and expenditure during the past year were about 60/.

All these schools are supported and conducted entirely by protestants ; but children of 
every persuasion are indifferently admitted, and treated precisely alike. The Scriptures 
are read in all ; and except in the rector’s school, which is exclusively Protestant according 
to the Established Church, no preference is shown to one above another. It was not 
possible to give a statement for the last ten years, as some of the schools were not then 
existing; and in no case, except in that of the rector’s school, could regular annual 
accounts be obtained. 

Besides the schools now mentioned, there are in St. George’s Parish thirteen smaller 
local schools, all supported and conducted by protestants, in which the poor children ot 
the immediate neighbourhood are gratuitously instructed, but these are all recent and 
too minute to be particularly detailed. 

There are three places of worship belonging to the Established Church in St. George’s 
Parish ; viz. 

1 st. St. George’s Church, or Parochial Church. 

2d. St. George’s Chapel. 

3d. Chapel of the Dublin Female Penitentiary.
